The report. Judging from the con¬ 
sensus here, is considered to reveal 
the alleged weaknesses of the pro¬ 
jected constitution, particularly the 
two-chamber system for the pro¬ 
posed Federal government, criticised 
here as tending to prevent any real 
and voluntary partnership between 
the British and Indian peoples. 

Some expressed the hope of secur¬ 
ing early revision of such a con 
stitution as is envisaged, particular¬ 
ly in the event of a Labor Govern¬ 
ment coming to power In England.

He 
did more In that respect because he agreed to 
replacement and tonnage limitations which hare 
meant that Britain's allowance has been no more 
than thlrty-flre effectlre cruisers. That Is a num¬ 
ber definitely below the margin of safety. Britain, 
in'the light of the development of world eondl- 
tlona, has again to concentrate on the task of 
looking after those factors of security which sre 
primarily her own business 

The Speech from the Throne opening Tues¬ 
day's session of Parliament In Britain Indicates 
that steps will be taken for naval security. The 
British Ooremment has learned, after years of 
patient effort, that Its gestures towards disarm¬ 
ament hare been In rain. It has been unilateral 
disarmament carried to a point where the Empire 
aa a whole has lost prestige In world affairs. 
Britain has suffered from the fact that her pres¬ 
ent Prime Minister Is too lnternatlonally-mlnded, 
and Mr. MacDonald himself has had to recon¬ 
struct his views and change his outlook so that 
his Oovernment may deal with things as they 
are. After all. from Britain's viewpoint, the safety 
of the Empire Is the first consideration. That 
safety still depends on naval strength. ' ,

An sr 
tine tally hi*hyztoc was set on the meW and 
the American Treasury set Itself to the task of 
buying up silver at the fixed price. 

The masses In Asia have not been bentfited. 
China has been protesting that the new value 
of silver Is hurting her people by leading to Its 
export. China haa now prohibited such export. 
Any cafeful observer would have foreseen this 
result. If silver Is to go out of China then some¬ 
thing must be brought In In exchange for It. 
When silver has a higher value then more, or 
more valuable, goods must be exchanged for It 
In the United States the new status of silver has 
not affected business one lota. The financial ex¬ 
perts. on whose advice the value of the metal 
was raised, prognosticated s new era of progress 
which has failed to materialise. Obviously what¬ 
ever have been the cauaea of world depression 
the low price of silver has not been one of them. 
The restoration of Its value has hindered rather 
than helped the myriad population of China. The 
silver manipulation Is another Instance of ar¬ 
tificial remedies which have failed In any tense 
to affect alleviation, let alone a cure, for what¬ 
ever may be the economic ills of humanity.

A NOBEL PRIZE WINNER 


There seems to be a general consensus of 
world opinion that the Nobel Prise for Literature 
haa been admirably awarded this year. It may 
be doubted, however. If any of our High School 
students ever heard of Mr. Luigi Pirandello until 
his name appeared in this connection. The fact la 
that the Sicilian author has been mentioned as 
a likely recipient of this prise since 1821. It was 
not until he had reached the age of forty-five 
that he became a playwright. That was twenty 
two years ago and he la now on author-manager. 
There are few more prolific writers and one of 
the few la Mr. H. O. Well*. Pirandello had writ 
ten five book* of poetry before he was twenty 
three years old. He followed these with twenty 
books of short stories and three novels. As a 
playwright he Is known as the Italian "Shaw' 
chiefly because of the profusion of Ideas which 
demand mental alertness from the audiences 
who witness his plays. Probably the best known 
of hts plays is Henry VI. the-story of a German

SOCIALISM AN AUTOCRACY 


The paradox of Socialism la the studiously- 
engineered international rift of opinion as to 
what the doctrine expresses. The propagandists 
In British lands, understanding the attitude 
of British peoples, proclaim that they are opposed 
to Nazism root and branch: yet Nazltm Is Social¬ 
ism. pure and simple. Its political party is the 
Notional Socialists. Its aim In Germany Is to make 
all things subordinate to State domination. It 
la the Socialism which stifles liberty of speech 
and liberty of thought. The some Socialism Is 
proclaimed, under somewhat different tenet*. In 
Russia. There, o resolute minority exercises the 
powers of dictatorship backed by armed force. 
Socialism, wherever planned, la a futile expres¬ 
sion of political faith unless back by a dictator¬ 
ship. The Idea of the dictatorship Is kept very 
far In the background by the propagandists of 
Socialism In British land*, because they know 
that the peoples concerned are too far advanced 
politically ever to give up again the freedom for 
which they fought and won through the cen¬ 
turies that have passed. 

Professor F. J. C. Hesrnshaw. writing In The 
Contemporary Review, says there la a violent 
contrast between Russian and Western demo¬ 
cratic policies. In Oreat Britain and other democ¬ 
racies It la the people who have acquired the 
power. They have realised Abraham Lincoln* 
dictum of government aa that "of the people, by 
the people, for the people." There la the ascend¬ 
ancy of the general will through the ballot paper 
There la recognition of the reign of reaaon aa 
opposed to autocratic rule That reign means 
freedom of speech and freedom of the press. Dicta¬ 
torship. which la an essential of Socialism, means 
the negation of democracy, and means as well 
that freedom must disappear 

In Russia there la a dictatorship of the Prole¬ 
tariat. and It Is a dictatorship because the Prole¬ 
tariat haa no voice in the matter of government 
Thus the cltlaen ta deprived of a voice In govern¬ 
ment. and hence the Ideal of citizenship becomes 
degraded. There la suppression of freedom in 
the spheres of religion and pol.Uca. Thus the 
attempt Is to obliterate Independent thinking 
Under Socialism In Germany, that country, says 
Professor Hesrnshaw, has lost the leadership she 
once hod In Intellectual matters. The Socialist, or 
Nasi terror, hangs like a blight over the whole 
horizon. Professor Hesrnshaw. commenting on 
the dictatorships of these Utter days, says: 
-Bolshevism In RussU, Fascism In Italy, National 
Socialism In Germany, stand supreme and soli¬ 
tary. All rival parties ore extinguished No 
Change of administration can be effected except 
toy violent revolution, and to obviate the ever¬ 
present peril of such a revolution, dictatorship 
doe* not shrink from the extremist measures cf 
espionage and terrorism.

The development of the Ceylon 
tes Industry, and the methods of 
cultivating the tea plants and the 
gathering or the crop, were ex¬ 
plained to the Klwania Club. Tues¬ 
day. by T. O. 8. Chambers, deputy 
commissioner for Western Canada 
of the Ceylon Tea Bureau. 

The equipping of a tea factory on 
the plantations coats aa high as 
•100.000. said the speaker, while the 
clearing of the land ready for set¬ 
ting out of the tea plants runs to 
$400 an acre. There are 350,000,000 
pounds of tea a year produced in 
Ceylon. Mr. Chambers stated. 

Ovlon began growing tea in 1800.

Out of a total tea production of 
$00,000,000 pounds a year. 650.000.000 
pounds were produced under the 
British flag. There waa a total of 
$75,000,000 Invested in the in¬

This year was being observed as 
the hundredth anniversary of the 
introduction of tea growing under 
British rule. One hundred years 
ago a British officer brought the 
first plants from China, where tea 
had been used for 5.000 years, and 
planted them in India. Prom this 
email beginning the present develop¬ 
ment had followed, said Mr. 
Chambers. 

By means of the splendid set of 
pictures which were thrown on the 
screen, the speaker showed the cul¬ 
tivation of the tea plantations, with 
the succeeding transfer of the crop 
from the gathering stage by native 
employees to the point where It was 
put in cases and shipped to the 
London and other world markets 
for blending purposes.

NELSON. Nov. 21 (CP).—Break¬ 
ing all records for number of cus¬ 
tom shippers, properties sending ore 
or concentrates to Trail Smelter 
during 1934 reached the total of 133 
in the first ten months of the year, 
a summary of all receipts for 1034 
to the end of October. Just issued 
by the Consolidated Mining U 
Smelting Company of Canada, cor¬ 
rected for dry weights, disclosed. 

The activity is attributable to the 
gold market, and the Nelaon district 
has thirty-five shippers, or more 
than one-quarter of the total num¬ 
ber. but a stirring of activity in the 
"silvery Blocan" also contributes 


materially to the shipping list, 
though the tonnage is small, twen¬ 
ty-one Sloean properties or opera¬ 
tions being rep r e s ented. Fifteen 
shippers sent ooncentrates, four ot 
them sending crude ore as welt. 

An unprecedented volume of cus¬ 
tom ore, for recent years at any 
rate, moved to the smelter in the 
ten months. 44.111 tons, dry weight, 
of which 42,009 tons was crude ore. 
and 2.103 tons was concentrates. 

The Consolidated - s own tonnage, 
from the 8uiiivan. was 371,700. mak¬ 
ing total receipts for the ten months. 
414,900 tons. 

Almost half of the total custom 
tonnage was from the Nelson min¬ 
ing division, and approximately a 
quarter was from the State of 
Washington.

Having declined to speak on min¬ 
ing matters. Mr. Norman Wynne 
broke Into an account of his air¬ 
plane trip, through a dense fog. 1 
from Seattle to Victoria. Added to 
the dangcra of the fog. which was] 
so thick that no <landlftg -fteid| 
could be seen, the airplane pilot had' 
never—before visited Vancouver. 
Island, the mining engineer ex-j 
plained. For a great length of tlme| 
the plane circled In the vicinity of 
Victoria, at an altitude of 4,000 feet. 

In an endeavor to locate the landing 
! field, he stated. At length, with the 
gas supply nearly exhausted, and 
no field In sight, the pilot decided to 
attempt a return flight to Seattle. 
However, the field was at last 
located and the plane brought safely 
to earth. 

Mr. Norman Wynne, in the Inter¬ 
view. mad* several caustic remarks 
regarding the local flying field, 
which he termed “a disgrace; not 
even marked by a wind sock."
